GUAM, Friday, July 20.—(UP). 
record fleet of more than 600 
B-29 Superfortresses dropped al- 
most 4,000 tons of fire bombs into 
four Honshu cities early today as 
Adm. William F. Halsey’s ram.- 
paging U. S. Third fleet went un- 
der a security blackout, presum- 
ably in preparation for néw biows 
against the Japanese homeland. 


Extending and intensifying the 
greatest air-sea bombardment in 
history, which already has bat- 
tered Japan with more than. 20,800 
tons of explosives from warplanes 
and warships, the largest force of 
Superforts ever sent aloft blasted 
for an hour and a half the cities 
of Hitachi, Choshi, Fukui and Oka- 
zaki and also hit the Nippon Oil 
Company’s Amagasaki plant near 
Osaka. 


The raid raised. to 47 the num- 
ber of Japanese cities scourged 
by B-29s in their knockout of- 
fensive. Targets were spread 
across some 310 miles of central 
Japan, an area with a population 
of more than 327.000. 

THIRD BLACKOUT DAY 

Adm. Nimitz’ daily war bulletin 
did not mention Halsey’s fleet 
which last struck Japan early 
yesterday morning. It. was the 
third time since its sea-air offen- 
sive opened against the Tokyo 
area on July 10 that it had gone 
under a security blackout prelimi- 
nary to new blows. 

Today’s Superfortress strike 
meant that 2,225 B-29s had hit 
Japan with 13,300 tons of bombs 
in 11 days while Halsey’s fleet hit 
it with some 7,500 tons from about 
6,000 carrier planes and warships 
in the same period. 


Halsey’s Third Fleet, after bom- 


| barding the defenses of Tokyo bay 


and bombing J warships at 
Yokosuka naval station, ore 
ported cruising along the coast for 
the 11th consecutive day of an un- 
precedented fleet offensive. 
ROAMING OFF COAST 

Tokyo said Halsey’s battleships, 
carriers, cruisers and destroyers 
were believed “roaming off our 
Pacific coast.” There was a pos- 
sibility Halsey had caught major 
Japanese fleet units at Yokosuka 
and was attempting to goad them 
into a suicide battle. 


As the campaign of annihilation 
against Japan reached a new 
peak there were signs of dissen- 
sion among the Japanese. The 
newspaper Tokyo Asahi exhorted 
the government to “remove all 
complexities, cliques, imterven- 
tions and conventions.” A high- 
ranking Japanese aircraft official 
complained of “bottlenecks and 
delays.”

GET USED TO SUBSTITUTES 


Black Market Blamed Partly 
For Meat Shortages in Atlanta 


A conversation with Atlanta 
packers yesterday revealed these 
conditions: 

1. A vicious-black market, its 
fountainhead mainly in the rural 
areas, is “wolfing” some of your 
rightful share of the meat, which, 
on the basis of the last govern- 
ment civilian quota, amounts only 
to a pound a week. 

2. ere is 61 per cent less meat 
in the refrigerators of Atlanta 
packers today than on the corre- 
sponding day last year, and this 
includes the meat belonging to the 
government. 

3. In the opinion of the packer, 
the OPA has done an inexpert job, 
but the packer has no suggestions 
for doing it better. It’s just a 
tough, thankless job. 

DOESN’T MEAN MUCH 

4. There is talk of the govern- 
ment releasing an additional 20,- 
000,000 pounds of meat per year 
for civilian consumption, but 
don’t dash off and put the pan on 
the stove. That will mean only a 
few ounces a week more for you. 

5. The nation’s meat reserves 
are now totally depleted, so you 
might as well develop a taste for 
meat substitutes. The situation 
will be tough, perhaps increasing- 
ly so, until the war is won and 
the subsequent period of normal- 
cy in supply and demand estab- 
lished. 


6. There is crass disregard in| 


some rural areas for government 
quota allotments and point ration- 
ing, thus cutting down on the meat 
reaching the big packers, suppli- 
ers of 40 per cent of the nation’s 
meat demands. 


PACKERS SEE “POLITICS” 

In this connection, political pres- 
eure, in the opinion of the packers, 
is upsetting the government's meat 
quota system to some extent, 

This pressure follows the line 
of “self-preservation.” 

The OPA, for instance, sets a 
quota for a certain community, 
doling out individual slaughter al- 
lotments. A slaughterer exceeds 
his quota, thus subjecting him to 
@ penalty or shutdown. The very 
threat of this, however, elicits a 
howl from citizens of the com- 
munity and from the civic clubs, 
the public officials and the public 
in general. The life of the com- 
munity is jeopardized should the 
slaughterer be shut.down. This 
same pressure is used, too, in an 
effort to get larger community 
meat quotas. 

The staunch individualism of the 
farmer is another factor figuring 
in the upset meat situation, accord- 
ing to the packers. 


FARMERS’ POSITION 

The farmer uses firm language 
when the government begins tell- 
ing him when he can slaughter an 
animal or what he can do with it 
once -it’s slaughtered. 

The government, of course, could 
get tough, but wartime is no time 
to get tough with the farmers. 

This factor also figures in the 
black market. manipulations. 

Most black market meat finds 
ite way into metropolitan centers 
via the small slaughterer route. 
The big packers, if they had a 
mind to, would be committing sui- 
cide to violate government meat 
regulations. 

There is an OPA ruling, how- 
ever, which permits a livestock 
producer to slaughter at will if 
he raised the animal himself, if 
he had owned it for 60 days, or if 
he purchased the animal but has 
‘put 30 pounds or more meat on 
it. The meat is supposed to be 
for his own consumption, but the 
regulation offers loopholes for il- 
legal operation. 

The black market begins when 
the man raising the animal sells 
it to the person offering the most 
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money. This course is followed on 
down the line until the meat even- 
tually reaches a “meatlegger’” res- 
taurant in a big city. 

A packer told of a visit last 
week to Chicago. He was offered 
only eggs for breakfast. At a 
packing house restaurant, he 
found no meat on the menu. For 
dinner he had chicken. All of 
these were legitimate, law-abid- 
ing meat dispensers. But there 
were plenty of places in Chicago 
where meat could be had for a 
price—peep-hole restaurants op- 
erating in the same manner as 
the speakeasy of prohibition days. 

This same packer,- visiting a 
small south Georgia town, found 
only beef on the menus of res- 
taurants he visited. One reason 
for this is the disregard for reg- 
ulations in the rural] areas. Meat, 
in sufficient quantity to meet 
local demands, is being slaugh- 
tered and stored in freezer-locker 
units, according to the packers. 


PRICE OF CORN FIGURES 


Still another angle in the com- 
plex meat situation is the ceiling 
price of corn. That is supposed 
to dovetail with the-ceiling price 
of meat, to induce the farmer to 
raise corn to feed hogs and cattle. 
The ceiling. price of meat has been 
abided by, of course, by the big 
packers who buy the farmer’s ani- 
mals. But there’s been bootleg- 
ging in the corn business. It is 
charged that the ceiling price of 
corn has been violated all along. 
Thus, the farmers sell their corn 
for other purposes and are not 
using it to feed hogs and other 
animals. 

There’s still another factor in 
the shortage and one that will 
remain as long as we're fighting 
a war. The soldier in a year eats 
100 pounds of meat more as a 
fighter than he ate as a civilian. 

And still another factor for the 
immediate shortage is the fact 
that the farmers of the nation 
raised 20,000 less hogs this year 
than last. 


FARMERS DISCOURAGED 


Last year was the biggest hog 
year in history. The government 
had encouraged the farmers to 
raise them, but when it appeared 
that the European war might end 
last fall, the government support 
of prices was eased, point ration- 
ing was relaxed. And the gov- 
ernment intentionally discouraged 
the raising of hogs. Thus, this 
year the farmers eased off— 
20,000 hogs worth. 

There is another angle, of small 
import, perhaps, but having weight 
just at this time. Summer is 
naturally the slack period for meat 
production. Beef comes in in De 
cember, lasting through April. Veal 
begins its season in August, lasting 
until January. Hogs are killed in 
freezing weather. This, coupled 
with the fact that all meat re 
serves have now been depleted, in- 
tensifies the shortage. 

And a sidelight angle in the 
shortage of hogs, the packers point 
out, is the fact that since the price 
has been fixed, the gamble is out 
of the business. And packers have 
always felt that the element of 
chance has been a spur to hog: 
raising farmers. 


OPA Studying 


New Orleans Plea 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—(/)— 
The OPA said today it is studying 
a request for a larger meat alloca- 
tion for the New Orleans area. 

A spokesman for John J, Madi- 
gan, director of OPA’s meat distri- 
bution program, said the study is 
being made of reports that the 
area is not receiving a fair share 
of the limited meat supply. 

Shipments to all areas now are 
controlled by the agency’s new dis- 
tribution plan. This requires all 
commercial slaughterers to resume 
the same pattern of meat distribu- 
tion they followed in the first three 
months of 1944. 

Under the plan, each area of 
the country is supposed to re- 
ceive a proportionate share of 
current supplies from the same 
slaughterers who served the area 
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during the first quarter of last 
year. 

A provision of the program al- 
lows OPA to authorize packers to 
increase shipments to any area 
where serious shortages persist. 
Such a shortage might result from 
population increases since the first 
three months of 1944, or if there 
was abnormal distribution during 
that base period. 

The OPA spokesman said there 
was no indication when a decision 
would be made with respect to the 
New Orleans situation. 


DRAMATIC RESCUE 


Dad Clutches 
Rope as Son 
Falls to Death 


NEW YORK, July 19—)— 
Twenty stories above the busy 
Times Square area, a father and 
son worked side by side on a scaf- 
fold today, waterproofing the side 
of a building. 

Suddenly 
snapped. 
plunging Irving Bayer, 17, to his 
death in the street 400 feet below. 

The father, Max Bayer, 40, 
clutched frantically as the scaf- 
fold tilted to a 90-degree angle and 
grasped the end of the broken, 
dangling rope. 

Horrified by his son’s fate and 
terrified by his own predicament, 
Bayer nevertheless held on, 

Police emergency squads rushed 
to the rescue. A policeman, climb- 
ing to the roof, shouted encourage- 
ment to the dangling man and ad- 
vice on how to strengthen his hold. 

Then, while thousands of spec- 
tators watched from the.street, 
rescuers smashed a 20th floor win- 
dow, tossed out a lasso, snagged 
Bayer and pulled him in to safety. 

Bayer, uninjured, cried: 

“Oh, my God! Why couldn't it 
have been me instead of my boy!” 


Bretton Woods 
Pact Approved 
By Senate 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—(#) 
The senate today voted its ap- 
proval of the Bretton Woods plan 
to stabilize the postwar monies 
of the world and help finance re- 
construction. 

The vote, 61 to 16, returned the 
measure to the house. - Expected 
agreement there on minor techni- 
cal amendments will give final 
congressional approval to the ad- 
ministration-backed program _ in- 
tended to steady the economy of 
a world recovering from war. 

The plan puts the United 
States down for a $2,750,000,000 
share of a proposed $8,800,000,000 
fund to stabilize world curren- 
cies and a $3,175,000,000 capital 
subscription to a $9,100,000,000 
bank to make loans for. recon- 
struction and development.

Storm in Gulf 
Moving Towards 
Texas, Louisiana 


NEW ORLEANS, July 19—(4)— 
The season’s second tropical storm 
from the Gulf of Mexico was re- 
ported moving into the northwest 
section of the Gulf late today with 
strongest winds estimated at 35 
to 45 miles an hour over a small 
area near the center. 

The U. S. Weather Bureau said 
that the storm was expected to 
reach the coast between Freeport, 
Tex., and Lake Charles, La., early 
Friday morning. 

The advisory said preparations 
should be continued against the 
possible increase of winds up to 55 
miles per hour in heavy squalls 
between Matagorda, Tex., and 
Lake Charles, La.

A Coming Event and Its Shadow 


There are encouraging straws in the 
winds of war. 


The new lend-lease directive, with one 
exception, bases. the recipient’s right to 
goods on the contribution being made to 
war against Japan. The exception is Rus- 
sia. Russia gets what she wants so long 
as it is indorsed by Ambassador Harri- 
man and the Army mission in Russia. 


These arrangements are subject to 
change after the Potsdam cou.ference. 
The implications -are obvious. 


That is one coming event casting a 
shadow before. 


Also, another shadow intrudes itself. 

The Russians, being Russians, either 
have bluntly told the Japanese, or let 
them discover from sources they, the Jap- 
anese, know to be authoritative, the Rus- 
Sian superiority in Manchuria. 


Another shadow, but much lIess dis- 
tinct, emerges as a possibility. The Rus- 
sians may have asked of Dr. T. V. Soong 
that they be permitted to arm the Chi- 
nese Communist army in north China 
to fight Japan, just as the United States 
and England are being permitted to train, 
arm and feed the Kuomintang Nation- 
alist army in south China which now is 
fighting the Japs. 


Perhaps the most substantial shadow 
of all is that neither this country nor 
England would want Russia in the war 
until the territorial status in Asia was 
agreed upon. China will depend on this 
country and England to represent her in- 
terests in this decision. 

So, the evidence, the obvious and im- 
plications grow. 


None can doubt any longer that Rus- 
sia is scheduled to enter the war. 


Let's Not Recall the ‘Ward Heeler’ 


We note ‘he city Democratic execu- 
tive committee will decide today whether 
or not to have another decision on return- 


ing to election by wards. We have had 
such a decision, and there assuredly is 
no widespread demand for its return. 


When we think of ward elections we 
think of the evils attendant thereon. The 
ward heeler became notorious in Ameri- 
can politics because he and his associates 
too often were able to corrupt a ward and 
dominate its politics. Also, ward politi- 
cians too often elect to office persons of 
narrow vision who lose sight of the needs 


of the city-wide community and adopt a 
selfish, restraining influence by. seeking 
everything for their particular ward and 
obstructing others. 


The city-wide election system assuredly 
is the most democratic. The members are 
elected to govern a city, not one ward. 
The Constitution feels sure that the great 
overwhelming mass of people, believing 
in the best possible government, do not 
want a return to ward heelers and corrupt, 
narrow government. 7

The Doctors Offer a Good Program 


Physicians of the United States have 
offered what seems to be an excellent 
medical program designed to meet the 
future needs of the country. At least it 
is a start. 


That it includes much that would have 
been damned as “socialistic” even a dec- 
ade ago is not surprising. Man is by na- 
ture an oppositionist. Physicians once op- 
posed the bath tub as unhealthy and min- 
isters preached sermons against the use 
of chloroform in operations. 


The Constitution has opposed, con- 
sistently, socialized medicine. At the 
same time it has urged that the physi- 
cians of the United States produce a pro- 
gram which would meet the needs of 
the nation’s sick and ailing. 


The 14-point proposal begins with urg- 
ing that production be sustained so the 
nation may be well fed, housed and pro- 
vided with sanitation ... all fundamental 
to good health, The doctors thereby af- 
firm that much of the nation is not so pro- 
vided. 


Likewise urged is an extension of pub- 


lic health service, a governmental func- 
tion. 


Very interesting, also, are points three, 


four and five. Each recommends develop- 


ments and extensions of hospital and sick- 
ness insurance plans, all voluntary. In 
other words, employes and employers 
would work out a plan of insurance to 
which each made a contribution or in- 
Uividuals would participate directly. 


Provision of medical and hospital care 
to the indigent is also recommended to 
local authorities of government as a mat- 
ter for insurance. 


Federal aid to states where greater 


‘medical need.is found by proper sur- 


veys, also is a part of the recommenda- 
tion. 


The report covers many more points, 
including care of veterans after the war. 
The Constitution rejoices that the Medical 
Association has taken this position of lead- 
ership and congratulates them on the lib- 
eral, practical, modern approach and on 
the vision employed. “It is a fine re- 
port and merits adoption.

Of Hope and Prayer 


We wait on news. 

All of our Waiting goes emotionally to the 
Pacific. The waves of thought move from the 
to Potsdam, from Potsdam to the homelands of 


Japanese islands 
the enemy. 

Men holding the handles of plows think thusly as they walk care- 
fully in the furrows, feeling the warm-and-cool soil beneath their 
feet. Women in farm houses, ears shut to the familiar noises of 
the farm, think of Potsdam and Japan; of a man on a ship or in a 
company of infantry or Marines. In offices, stores, the thoughts 
and prayers of people go whispering up into the invisible, contin- 
uously .-. . about the Pacific. P 

The big news might come any moment... or it may be a 
year from now. But we feel it comes closer. We caress the news 
and make it a part of our thinking and our silent prayers. We do 
not hear the noise of the 16-inch guns, throwing tons of exploding 
steel into Japan. We do not hear the rumbling crump of bombs 
falling across the rice paddies and cities of Japan. No concussion 
of it comes hot and heavily agross our ears, fanning our faces and 
eyes with a gusty slapping breath of warm, rushing air. Yet we 
feel them just the same and take them into the mills of our mind 
and grind out hopes and prayers. 


, What do we know? Not much. Yet, some 
Summing Up how, there is a lot when it is added up. But it, 
toc, becomes a part and parcel of our hoping and our thinking, and 
remains fntangible, unknown. 

What are the crumbs of information we know? 

Russian armies in Siberia now are once more well-equipped. 
Lend-lease supplies for them consist largely of piling up munitions. 
The equipment is more modern than that of Japan. 

Since the end of the fighting in the West, Russia has slowly but 
surely began the shifting of her strength to the East, a task of 
really stupendous difficulties because Russia stretches from one 
part of the world to the other. 

Then, too, there is this thing we know: 

Japan got no more than 20 per cent of her war industry moved 
from the islands to the mainland. But she did transport a large 
percentage of her supplies there, believing the islands would not 
be first attacked. When it became obvious the islands would be 
attacked, there was too much attack to permit production of. great 


reserves, 
No! Russia can never permit the Japanese to abandon their 

islands and establish an empire on the mainland. A Japa- 
nese empire on the continent would be in a position to become 
more potent than the island force. So, it is idle to think Japan can 
establish herself on the continent. 

Russia, with lend-lease, and her own production at its greatest 
peak, can destroy any air cover the Japanese might give to their 
armies on the continent. 

The homeland position cannot be other than bad. The fishing 
fleets are being destroyed and, because of mines and air activity, 
can do little work. The problem of the thousands of homeless 
must be terrific. It is greater and more concentrated than any 
with which Germany had to deal.

as badly off. 

: Fea problem of food and disease and hospitalization, we know 
arge. 

We know our propaganda is ceaseless and is, in some very 
slight degree, affecting the thinking of the Japanese. 

All that we know. 

Against it is the fact the real strength of the Japanese army 
has not been met. There is an estimated strength of five mil- 
lion men. . We may assume they will be fanatical and will, if 
ordered, fight to the death. 

These are the things we know. All of them are grist in the 
mill of hope and yearning. - 


Japan is in her death throes. The attack goes 
Death Throes on. The cities burn, one after another. Pa- 


tiently we repeat the pattern set in Germany. Railways, oil plants, 
transportation, war factories all are burned and blasted. This will 
go on until the time comes to invade. Invasion is on the schedule. 
It awaits the time when those in charge of blockade, of bombing, 
burning and shelling shall meet and say, “Now.” 

Japan is dying. - Her leaders know it. For them the decision 
is not as easy as for Germany, and that was difficult. Germany had 
a cult of war. Japan had a cult of divinity, of divinely ordered 
victory and supremacy. For Germany to quit was to ignore Hitler. 
vine Japan to quit will be to defy god, the centuries-old Japanese 
god. 

So, the world watches Japan die, wondering how long it will 
require for the dying, and whether they themselves will end it, or 
require us to land and deliver the death stroke. 

And the mill of hope and prayer in every head and heart goes 
on, ceaselessly turning out its products.

Whenever an outstanding military or naval 

leader is the top news of the day, we read a 

lot of odd little facts about his hobbies, habits, 

childhood and assorted idiosyncrasies. We learn his ‘favorite foods, 
music, colors and sports. And it all proves fascinating. 

The British Information Services have issued a booklet giving 
brief biographies of 21 of their war commanders, in all three 
branches of service—land, sea and air. There are some odd bits 
of information included. 7 

Take Field Marshal Sir Harold Alexander, supreme Allied com- 
mander for the Mediterranean field of operations. We learn he 
is quite a linguist, speaking some half dozen languages, including 
Russian and Hindustani. His hobby is water color painting. He 
is a good tap dancer and once was found busy teaching a group 


of Turkish troops how to perform the Irish jig. 

; Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. Montgomery, called 
Montgomery by Gen. Eisenhower “one of the great soldiers 
of this or any other war,” may owe his success to his upbringing. 
He is the son of a clergyman. He is himself deeply religious, is a 
nonsmoker and an absolute “dry” in his personal habits. And 
he believes in physical fitness. He issued an order, for instance, 
that all men in his command, from the humblest private up to 
the rank. of brigadier-general, inclusive, must run a distance of 
six miles, at least once a week, over a course mapped by Monty him- 
self. And Gen. Monty averaged more than once a week in making 
that six-mile run in person. 

Readers of the modern novel well know the books of Daphne 
du Maurier. Lt.-Gen. F. A. M. Browning, chief of staff to Adm. 
Mountbatten in southeast Asia and an expert in airborne warfare— 
well, Gen. Browning was a great admirer of Daphne du Maurier 
*way back in 1932. And he did something about it. He had read 
her book, “The Loving Spirit,” with its scene located at a place 
called Fowey in Cornwall. His hobby was designing and sail- 
ing sailboats. He sailed one of his own craft to Fowey, met the 
du Maurier and married her. They now have a son and two 
daughters.

Then there is Lt..Gén. Sir William Slim. He 
began his army career as a private in the First 
World War. Before that he had been a clerk, a school teacher 
and a foreman in a manufacturing plant. After that war he re- 
mained in the army. He likes to keep in closest personal touch 
with all the men of his command. He commands the British 14th 
army, now in Burma. He tells his men, “I was in the ranks 
myself once, and in those days 1 was always being shoved around 
by people I never saw and about whose sanity I had the gravest 
doubts. Well, I want you to see what I look like, not because I

the British general staff, is, in peacetime, 
an expert angler, bird photographer and is one of the 10 best rifle 
shots in England. 

Adm. Sir James F. Somerville represents the British navy or the 
combined chiefs of staff committee at Washington. This commit- 
tee, under the leadership of Gen. Marshall, does the over-all plan- 
ning for the war. 

When Somerville commanded a fleet he enjoyed, when at anchor, 
to get out in a small boat, by himself, and row himself around his 
ships. Once in the harbor at Valetta, Malta, wearing only under- 
shirt and shorts, he rowed over to visit a destroyer that had a 
large hole in her side.

Congressman Kunkel, of Pennsylvania, has 
proposed a constitutional amendment providing 
for a first, second and third vice president. 


This is an intriguing, but by no means novel, suggestion. Pre- 
viously, however, it has been practiced mostly by businesses which 
realized the economy of paying off in titles rather than negotiables, 


The consequence is that, while even the smallest of rural banks 
usually has a third vice president, he’s usually a barefoot lad who 
sweeps out and goes for the mail. 


In the case of the death of the president of the United States, 
under the Kunkel plan, the first vice president would become chief 
executive, the second vice president would become presiding officer 
of the senate, and the third vice president would become more 
hopeful. 


Rep. Kunkel, incidentally, is a Republican. Perhaps he figures 
that with enough vice presidents, the law of averages would sooner 
or later give the GOP another Coolidge. 


I'm not sold on the Kunkel plan. But I do think it’s time we 
did some thinking about the order of succession. Only yesterday 
I saw in the paper that Mr. Truman had to partake of two big 
lunches, ‘one with Churchill and one with Stalin, to keep from 
offending either. If the Potsdam conference lasts long enough, the 
President may well eat himself to death,

Potsdam the Key 
To Pacific War 


WASHINGTON.—It is possible to attach the 
very highest significance to the fact that Presi- 
dent Truman took to Potsdam with him some of ; 

our top-ranking military officials. 

News dispatches have revealed that already Mr. Truman has 
been joined at the scene of the Big Three conference by Secretary 
of War Stimson, Gen. H. H. Arnold, chief of Army Air Force, and 
Adm. Leahy, White House chief-of-staff. 

Presumably Gen. Marshall, the Army chief-of-staff, and Adm. 
King, chief of naval operations, will show up at Potsdam sooner 
or later, along with Gen. Eisenhower, the successful commander 
of our European forces. 

At the present writing we have not been supplied the names 
of military personages who accompanied Prime Minister Churchill 
and Marshall Stalin to Germany, but it is only natural to suppose 
that they took with them men of equal rank to those who went 
along with President Truman. 

In other words, the military aspect of the Potsdam conference 
seems to be about the same as it was at the previous Big Three 
meetings at Yalta and Tehran, where the general strategy for the 
defeat of Germany formed the chief topic of discussion.

Significance vivant “it is difficult to interpret the presence 
of top-ranking Allied military leaders at Potsdam otherwise than 
meaning that the war in the Pacific occupies a high place on the 
agenda. 

. And that, in turn, could mean only one thing, that plans are 
being discussed for Russian intervention in the war against Japan 

The war in Europe is over. Military problems are no longer 
matters of first importance there. The decisions to be made re 
garding Europe come almost entirely within the political and diplo- 
matic field. They do not require the attention at the conference 
of Allied military heads. 

Predictions have been made for some time that the end of the 
war against Germany would see the Russians join the Americans 
and British in the war on Japan. But here in the military aspect of 
the Potsdam meeting is the most positive evidence to this end. It 
simply. does not make sense that the three Allied government 
heads would be taking along with them their highest military ad- 
visors without some intention of co-ordinating moves for the final 
defeat of Japan. 

The feeling is held in Washington more than ever, therefore, 
that Russia, sooner or later, will be actively on our side in the 
Pacific. When this will be remains as the chief point of specu- 


lation. 

: ‘« In view of the way things are going in our air 
Air Attacks attacks on Japan, many competent observers be- 
lieve there is no rush about Russia coming in. We have got the 
Japs pretty much on the run at the moment. Their navy is either 
destroyed or in hiding, what is left of it. Their air forces have 
been whittled down to the bone, and their armies have been beaten 
wherever we have met them, 

Right now we are reducing their cities and centers of industrial 
production to ashes. The pre-invasion softening process is in full 
operation. Japan is in the throes of a severe case of jitters, not 
knowing where we will strike next. Many informed people be- 
lieve she may fold up within the next six months. 

Under the circumstances it may not be necessary for Russia to 
come into the war. The mere threat of her intervention at the 
psychological time might serve the same purpose. 

But whatever the program to be discussed at Potsdam, it seems 
a safe bet that plans are being considered for Russian participation. 
There is just no other way of looking at it. Another sign is that 
the Japs themselves have become quite jittery over the prospects. 
Tokyo is talking more and more about it. 

Actually we do not need the help of the Russians in invading the 
home islands. Where they would be useful, if the Japs continue the 
fight to the finish, is 1n Manchuria. There the Nipponese have 
perhaps their strongest army. The Russians would be able to 
save us the necessity of liquidating that force. 

Potsdam, in any event, promises to offer the cue to the Pacific 
situation. It will be interesting to watch developments there.

Bug it does seem as though) 
patriotic communities, from the} 
hogshead down to the half-pint | 
size, could afford to get a commit- 
tee of professional and business: | 
men together to service the ex- | 
service. 

Altoona, Pa., did it without any- | 
one to guide it.

The folks in that Penn- 
sylvania town, I understand, are 
willing to help other places to get 
organized. I’d judge that the 
smaller, the town the more effec- 
tive their plan would be. 


I hear that “veterans’ service) 
committees” have been created in 
70 of 93 counties in Nebraska, 
with central information centers 
for veterans in 210 cities and 
towns. I.don’t know how effec- 
tive they are. And in New York 
state, under the direction of the 
state Veterans’ Service, there are 
reported to be local directors in 
every county seat and deputy di- 
rectors in the larger villages. 

A few days ago a married sol- 
dier, stationed at Bergstrom Field 
in Texas, wanted to find out if he 
could borrow some money under 
the GI Bills’ guaranteed loan 
scheme to buy a house down there 
in Austin for a home for his wife 
and himself. 

“Of course, I had to write no. 
While public law No. 346 is com- 
monly known as the GI Bill of 
Rights, it doesn’t apply to men in 
the service at all. You've got to 
be an ex-service before you can 
apply for any of its benefits. 

And a lady in South Bend can’t 

understand why a Purple Heart 
is given to a service man who gets 
a wound of the flesh but not to: 
one who receives a blast concus- 
sion. 
I told her I didn’t understand 
either. Could be, though, that, if 
you’re: wounded, you got a wound 
—and no fooling. But who's to 
say whether a guy is or isn’t fak- 
ing a concussion? 

Then a nice-enough letter came 
to me from, I assume, a veteran 
(he didn’t say) in Georgia who 
was troubled about eligibility for 


the GI Bill. He wrote, in part, 
that my explanation “appears +o 
me to coincide with a studied ef- 
fort on the part of certain circles 
in the services to construe the de- 
liberate language in the GI Bill 
of Rights so as to circumvent the 
obvious intent of congress.” |

ORIGINAL. Maurice Hamonneau 
binds a book to express its soul. Vet- 
eran of the French Foreign Legion 
and of World War I, sailor in the 
French Merchant Marine, writer, 
gourmet and artisan extraordinary, 
this Algerian-born Frenchman now 
lives in Brooklyn. Here he creates 
unique, fine bookbindings. 

Each binding he makes is the only 
one of its kind in the world and he 
won’t make a duplicate.

Martin Johnson’s works were bound 
in elephant skin. 

Collectors .seek him out. A book 
by a noted composer has yellowed 
ivory piano keys inserted in the cover. 
Hamonneau bound “The Women,” 
by Clare Boothe Luce, in a fabric 
laminated with gold and silver threads 
and, in a tiny opening in the binding, 
he skillfully inserted the rattle from 
the tail of a rattlesnake. If you move 
the book — zzzz, hisses a viper. For 
the mother of a war hero he bound a 
book of the soldier’s exploits in mate- 
rial from his uniform with his insig- 
‘nia and gold braid as decorations. 

Hamonneau teaches a class of 
museum curators, plans to teach his 
craft to recuperating war veterans so 
they can carry on his work. 

His most sensational binding was 
a copy of “Mein Kampf” in skunk.

Bradley faces many problems 
in veterans’ affairs. Here 
are ways you can help him. . 


ost hopeful news for the returned vet- 

eran was the recent appomtment of 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley as head of the Veter- 
ans’ Administration. This move of President 
Truman’s was received everywhere as an indi- 
cation that he has the interests of veterans at 
heart. Bradley has a reputation as an efficient 
administrator and a soldier who always takes 
care of his men. He takes office with the full 
confidence of the American people. But he 
has a tough task. 

It would be wrong to suppose that we have 
solved the veteran problem just by appoint- 
ing a good man. The head of the Veterans’ 
Administration is only a public official. He 
must do what the law says, no more and no 
less. In our country the people make the laws. 
And ultimately itis the people who must de- 
cide whether or not the veterans of this war 
shall get their just deserts when the fighting 
is Over. 


Improper Care Disillusions Vets 


Peruaps after this war we shall take proper 
care of the veterans. We never have after any 
other war. 

Some of the veterans of this war are already 
disillusioned. There is a bitter jest: “Your 
Purple Heart and fifteen cents will buy a 

.” The boys talked that way in 
1919 and 1932, when the ragged Bonus Army 
marched on Washington. The Revolutionary 
soldiers talked that way — “Go, starve 
and be forgotten,” said one of them — 
and they, too, marched to the capitol 

Our history, like that of other nations, is 
full of swindled soldiers. We do not pian to 
swindle them. It just happens. 

Pensions, though sometimes necessary, are 
no solution. Bonuses are worse than useless. 
A bed in a home for old soldiers is a pitiful 
last resort. 

We had been led to believe it would not 
be so bad this time. The magical GI Bill 
of Rights was supposed to prevent all that, 
restore the veteran unharmed to civilian life. 
Now we are learning that it is merely a 
hodgepodge of old-style “‘veterans’ benefits,” 
stampeded through Congress with little study 
or discussion. 

GI Bill No Cure-All 


Tue GI Bill provides educational oppor- 
tunities which will be very helpful to the 
younger and more intelligent veterans. It 
also provides loans for business, farms or 
homes. But these are so carefully safeguarded 
that few loans have been granted. There are, 
of course, provisions for unemployment 
relief, under which some thousands of 
veterans have qualified for handouts. 

With regard to other important matters, 
existing legislation won’t make General Brad- 
ley’s job any easier. Take the little matter of 
jobs. The Selective Service law, in ambiguous 
language, guarantees that a veteran can get 
his old job back. But this will probably not 
help more than 20 to 25 per cent. The rest 
must seek new positions. 

The veteran’s quest for work may be a 
discouraging one. His skills are often not 
applicable to civilian industry, to newer tech- 
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niques. Many of the younger men have 
Jearned no trade but war. And never before 
has a group of veterans returned to a world 
in which jobs were so closely guarded. Though 
labor unions have been more flexible than 
most people suppose, it is likely that in the 
postwar period people who have jobs will 
hang onto them like grim death. 

A million or so of our servicemen expect 
to return to full-time school or college, and 
another large number expect to go in for 
part-time education. Of all veterans, these 
are the least likely to be disappointed. 


Small Businesses Might F ail 


Asout a million hope to establish small 
businesses of their own after the war. Yet the 
statistics of small businesses indicate failure 
and heartbreak as the almost certain fate 
of the great majority. 

About one tenth of the servicemen, or at 
least 1,500,000, intend to take up full-time 
farming, while many more express an inclina- 
tion toward part-time farming. But the man- 
power needs of agriculture are declining. 
Only the most efficient farmers will sur- 
vive; the rest must inevitably fail. 

An estimated 750,000 veterans plan to 
enter Civil Service. Veterans’ preference laws 
will help them in this ambition, especially 
the disabled. But most of the positions offer 
low pay and slow advancement. 

All of this seems depressing, especially since 
our returning veterans’ job demands are so 
modest. They are eager to work. Yet, as we 
have seen, their prospects are not exactly 
bright, through no fault of their own. 

Key to many of the veterans’ problems 
should be the Veterans’ Administration. 
General Bradley takes over an honest, be- 
nign, cumbersome and hopelessly inefficient 
agency which is far from ready to meet the 
needs of the veterans of World War II. Vet- 
erans’ groups claim it takes as much as 150

days aftér a man is killed before pension or 
insurance payments are approved. 

Thousands of men in the service, having 
failed to apply before being sent overseas, are 
rejected for. government insurance because 
they cannot pass the physical examination. 
Once, it’s said, the agency requested an 81- 
year-old mother to secure a statement from 
the midwife attending her birth to establish 
her identity for a claim. 

Within the last few months investigators 
have discovered appalling conditions in vet- 
erans’ hospitals. 

It is charged that some of the doctors ob- 
tain and hold their posts through political 
connections. The better physicians hesitate 
to accept such jobs. And the few able men in 
the service find themselves hog-tied by red 
tape and bureaucratic procedures. There is 
little teaching, research or scientific progress 
in Veterans’ Administration “‘facilities.”’ 

When the committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives headed by John Rankin was at 
last forced to acknowledge the public uproar 
over conditions in veterans’ hospitals, it 
tried to whitewash the Veterans’ Admunis- 
tration and cover its critics with mud. 


Didn’t Investigate Charges 


It TRIED to discredit Representative Philbin, 
who had forced the investigation, but it did 
not investigate his charges. Then it cited 
Albert Deutsch, a reporter who had spent 
some months studying the hospitals, for con- 
tempt, but it did not investigate his charges 
either. Meanwhile, it seems very likely, neg- 
lected veterans have died in these hospitals. 

Adding it all together, there is much to 
indicate that the stage is set for bungling. 
But this need not be so. There are several 
important things which can be done to avoid it. 

1. Jobs. This, of course, is the problem 
which overarches all others. It cannot be 
solved by any single independent agency or 
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law. But obviously we must have a high level 
of employment before we can solve the vet- 
eran problem or any other problem. 

It is the responsibility of the leaders of the 
Federal Government, in co-operation with 
the leaders of business and labor, to main- 
tain our economy at such a level as will fur- 
nish an adequate number of jobs. Once this 
is done, it is then the task of the agencies 
serving veterans to make sure that the 
returned servicemen get their share of 
the jobs. 

2. Federal Agencies. There is one thing 
President Truman can do right now, to help 
the veterans: He can organize and integrate 
existing services to veterans, ending the ar- 
rangements which divide responsibility among 
overlapping agencies — Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, USES, Selective Service and others. 
General Bradley can help with this problem. 

So far, the best efforts at integration have 
been made on the level of the:local commun- 
ity, as in the Veterans’ Service Center of 
New York or the Bridgeport Community 
Center, where private individuals, using 
largely private funds, set up clearing houses to 
eliminate confusion. President Truman can 
introduce order on the federal level. 

3. Health and Rehabilitation. General Brad- 
ley’s first task is to improve the Veterans’ 
Administration hospitals. They should be 
located near the great cities and integrated 
with the centers of teaching and research. 
They should make full use of the latest tech- 
niques and should employ outside consult- 
ants freely. Doctors should not be so closely 
tied to paper\work and regulations. There 
should be extensive out-patient facilities for 
veterans who do not require hospitalization. 
A veteran should be able to establish dis- 
ability without applying for a pension. All 
this is in General Bradley's province. 

One of the most significant rehabilitation 
procedures in the Army is the scientific tech- 
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nique employed by the Army Air Forces 
under Col. Howard A. Rusk.* We can also 
learn from Canada’s method of combining 
demobilization and re-education. 

4. Continuing Research. The things outlined 


. above we know how to do, and we should do 


them. But we must learn more before we can 
solve the problem of returning our veterans 
unharmed to society. I believe that we need a 
strong, fact-finding agency or foundation — 
an Institute of Veterans’ Affairs. 

This should be privately financed, along 
the lines of the Russell Sage Foundation, 
and hence independent of politics or govern- 
ment. Its aim would be to discover, organize 
and make available the necessary social 
knowledge to solve the veteran problems. 

Such an institute would keep a running in- 
ventory of the veteran problem at all times, 
provide information and conduct studies. 


Could Seek Job Formula 


Pernaps the institute could find a for- 
mula, or a series of formulas, for assuring the 
veterans their fair share of jobs. It would 
furnish guidance to the new veterans’ organi- 
zations which are sure to spring up among the 
veterans of this war. Through publicity, its 
findings would be carried to the interested 
public. 

In the next few years we shall spend 
billions for veterans’ care—and spend 
them gladly. Why not spend one one-hun- 
dred-thousandth of that sum in order to learn 
how to spend the remainder wisely? 

For the veteran problem is not just today’s 
concern, nor tomorrow’s. It is here now, and 
for years to come. We can save ourselves and 
our children from future sorrow only by know- 
ing —- and facing — the problem. The End

Payday Under Fire 
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They like to stand in this line 


Come hell, high water or battle, 
our seamen get their money on time 


T HAPPENED at Anzio. A group of LCI’s had done its 
job. Land fighters had been disembarked, were scram- 
bling up the beach. Suddenly, with the fire at its thickest, 
a Navy officer shoved ashore. Twisting and dodging, he 
hunted down an Army finance officer from whom he 
could get some money on an exchange-for-cash check. A 
few minutes later on an LCI right off the beachhead, 
a line of sailors formed. The Navy was paying off. 
Pay, says the Navy, ranks with food and sleep as a 
morale factor. And, if necessary, it pays off in hell, 
high water or in the thick of battle. 


The smoke had hardly cleared up from the Pearl Har- 
bor attack and ships were sinking in the harbor, when sur- 
viving sailors got their first wartime pay. That gesture 
in the midst of the wreckage made for high morale. 

Promptly, twice every month now, millions of men 
in blue — behind desks in shore installations, on battle- 
wagons shelling the Jap coast, on prowling subs — get 
their cash on the line. It’s a huge and complex job. Each 
large ship carries a disbursing officer — and money. 
Smaller vessels have one DO to a flotilla or squadron. 


Paddled to Safety 


Usuatty the disbursing officer carries enough to pay 
the crew for three months. And the idea is to take as little 
cash as possible. On a cruiser, for example, the DO will 
start out with about $300,000. Since the ship carries 
about 1,200 officers and men with a $240,000-a-month 
payroll, the $300,000 shouldn’t go around’ even twice. 
But here’s what happens: 

While men at sea like to be paid regularly, they have 
little on which to spend their cash. So, aside from draw- 
ing a few dollars for essentials and some more when they 
hit a port, they keep their money on the books. Added 
incentive: Their money is safe even if the ship goes down. 


When the ship goes into action, the DO puts one set 
of records forward, the duplicate aft so both can’t be 
destroyed by a single hit. If the ship has to be abandoned, 
his first concern is for his account books. 


That concern has saved lives: Once a lieutenant es- 
caped on a life raft by using his cash book as a paddle. 


DO’s cut red tape whenever they can. A naval aviator 
applied to Lieut. F. X. Daily for his pay accounts only 
three minutes before Daily’s ship sailed. As the ship got 
under way, Daily completed the record, wrapped it 
around a flattened tin can, and heaved a perfect 


+ strike to the flyer on the dock. 


If records go down with a ship, survivors are in for 
pay trouble. But, typically, when one ship drew 250 
survivors, its DO — even though he’s held responsible 
by law for the money he hands out — had each man 
swear to the amount due him, and paid him in full. 

Several months later the sunken ship was raised. When 
the pay accounts were recovered, the DO’s faith was justi- 
fied. The men had been honest down to the last cent.

ENATORS, just like other men, 

dote on favorite dishes. At the 
drop of a sugar spoon they will 
launch into adjectives on the tooth- 
some delicacies of their particular 
states. So it.is that MacArthur 
Dauchy, manage of the Senate res- 
taurant in the north wing of the 
Capitol Building, shies far away 


whooping it up for chili con carne.” 

Then why in the world, we wanted 
to know, is Boston Cream Pie on 
the dessert list daily? Boston Cream 
Pie, we learned, is everybody’s pie, 
it grew up with the nation. In the 
beginning this was called Wash- 
ington Pie, its cake layers spread 
with raspberry jam. Martha Wash- 
ington is credited with its invention, 


having served it first at a dinner when 
President Thomas Jefferson was 
honored guest. Wives of Senators 
present begged to borrow the recipe 
and the pie boomed into sudden pop- 
ularity on Washington tables. When 
the Senators and their wives traveled 
home to the states along went the 
pie recipe to surprise the neighbors. 

It was a half-century later that 
the good cooks of Boston put in the 
cream filling. Here's the recipe from 
the Senate restaurant kitchen. 


Besten Cream Pie 


44 cup sugar 

¥% cup flour 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 eggs (or 4 egg yolks), slightly 
beaten 

2 cups milk, scalded 


mix with egg yolks; stir in hot milk 
slowly to form a smooth paste. Cook 
over boiling water 10 minutes, stir- 
ring constantly. Remove from heat, 
stir in margarine and cool; then add 
vanilla. Spread filling between lay- 
ers of One-Egg Cake (make your 
own or buy the bakery kind), sift 
powdered sugar over top and cut in 
pie-shaped wedges. 
Ome Egg Cake 
2 cups sifted cake flour 
2% teaspoons baking powder 


and salt. Cream shortening until soft 
and smooth and gradually add sugar, 
creaming until fluffy. Beat in vanilla 
and egg. Add flour alternately with 
milk, beating until smooth after 
each addition. 

Turn batter into two greased 
layer pans. Bake in a moderate oven 
(375°F.) for 25 minutes, or until 
cakes are done. Yield: two 8-inch 
layers. 

It is the simple, homely dishes 
that get the biggest hand on the 
Senate Restaurant menu. Senator 
Charles W. Tobey, of Vermont, 
wants baked apples at least twice a 
week. He wants them sweetened 
with the maple for which his state 
is famous. He gets them in the 
baked-apple season. 

Now, in July and August, Sena- 
tors from everywhere settle amica- 
bly for apples in the pan served 
steaming hot and decked with a big 
ball of ice cream. 


Penmed Apples 


8 apples 
4-4 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons water 


ungreased casserole. Sprinkle each 
layer of apples with a tablespoon 
of sugar, or more if the apples are 
very tart. Sprinkle the top layer of 
apples with sugar and water. Allow 
to stand 4 hour. Bake in a hot oven 
(400°F.) for 30 minutes. After the 
first 15 minutes of cooking, sprinkle 
the apples with 1 tablespoon of 
sugar to make a crisp crust. Serve 
with ice cream. Approximate yield: 
4-6 portions.
